ROYAL COUPLE MOT HARMED 


KING ALFO NS O AND QUEEN V I C ­ 


TO R IA ARE NOT INJURED BY 


T H E EXPLOSION. 


Madrid, Juno I.—The public rejoic­ 
ings over th e marriage of King Alfon­ 
so and Princess Victoria had a terri­ 
bly dramatic 
sequel 
at 2:30 o'clock 
p. rn. as a bomb thrown from an lip­ 
per window exploded with deadly ef­ 
fect near Hie coach occupied by the 
king and queen. 
Providentially, King 
Alfonso and Queen Victoria escaped 
by 
an electric 
wire deflecting 
the 
bomb, but at least 
sixteen persons, 
most of them of the personal and mili­ 
tary escort and the others spectators, 
were 
killed. 
Many others 
were in­ 
jured. 
The following are the killed: 
Captain liarrosa, commanding part 
of the king’s escort; Lieutenant Key- 
sient, Lieutenant Prendergast, six sol­ 
diers, the Marquise of Colosa and her 
daughter, Don Antonio Calvo and Ii is 
niece, 
aged 
six years; 
Jose 
Sola, 
seventy years of age; Luis Fonseca; 
one royal groom, who was leading a 
horse drawing the coach carrying the 
king and queen. 
Several of those killed were stand­ 
ing on the balcony of the house from 
which the bomb was thrown. 
The explosion occurred just as tile 
royal couple were about to enter the 
palace. 
The route of the cortege had 
been diverted from Arsenal street to 
Mayor street, owing to tile popular de­ 
sires. 
The procession had just passed 
through Mayor street „and was about 
to turn into the Esplanade leading to 
the palace when an explosion shook 
the buildings in the vicinity, stunning 
a large number of. people and throw­ 
ing the cortege into inextricable con­ 
fusion. 


Brought to a Sudden Stop. 


Tile royal coach was brought to a 
sudden stop by the shock, officers and 
soldiers of the escort tailing to the 
ground about the equerry and horses 
that had been killed. 
The scream s of 
the terrified multitude mingled with 
the groans of the dying. 
It w as im­ 
mediately seen that the 
royal coach 
was intact except as it had been dam­ 
aged by 
flying splinters. 
King 
Al­ 
fonso 
immediately alighted 
and as­ 
sisted Queen Victoria out of the car­ 
riage. 
They 
then entered 
another 
coach and were driven swiftly to the 
palace. 
All this happened 
so quickly that 
people away from the immediate vi­ 
cinity were not aware of the tragedy 
that had been enacted and continued 
to 
acclaim their 
sovereigns. 
Soon, 
however, there 
appeared the 
empty 
royal coach with two horses m issing 
and 1.1 ut -1 others spatte^e^-—wdUi. blood, 
several of them bleeding from wounds. 
The grooms and drivers looked death­ 
ly pale 
in their spangled 
uniforms. 
Then 
cam e a boy 
shouting 
that a 
bomb had been thrown at the king. 
The appearance of the king and queen 
in a coach brought out delirious ova­ 
tions. 
The fact was recognized that 
the sovereigns had been spared. 
Iii tlie meantime the scene of the 
tragedy presented a horrible spectacle 
with dead men and horses lying about, 
literally 
torn to pieces, 
intense 
ex­ 
citem ent prevailed, the mob invading 
the streets 
while the 
forces of 
the 
guards sought to maintain order and 
block the approaching 
streets. 
The 
bodies w ere wrapped up in blankets 
and 
removed on 
litters while 
the 
wounded 
went to 
hospitals 
in am­ 
bulances. 
The pavement was literal­ 
ly covered with blood, and tile upper 
stories of the buildings nearest, were 
spattered with it. 


Alleged Assassin Captured. 


The place from which-the bomb was 
thrown 
is 
a 
boardinghouse. 
The 
chamber from which the m issile was 
hurled was taken May 22 by a man 
from Barcelona giving 
the nam e of 
Moral. 
When tile police surrounded 
the house the man attempted to flee, 
but was captured. 
Another 
man es­ 
caped over the roofs of houses. 
One of the injured proved to be a 
son-in-law of Premier Moret’s private 
secretary. 
According to an official statem ent it 
Is not known 
whether one 
or more 
bombs were thrown. 
The statement 
continues that it is im possible to as­ 
certain at present the 
author of the 
outrage, although it is known that a 
Catalonian named Manuel Duran took 
an apartment, in the house from which 
the bomb was thrown May 22, paying 
in advance with a 500 peseta bilk 
lie

Premier Morel and Minister of the 
Interior Romanes are personally con­ 
ducting an investgation of the outrage 
An Inspection of the sc'*ne of tile ex­ 
plosion disclosed 
the fact 
that the 
pavements and tile buildings showed 
no signs of damage from Hie explosion, 
but 
the 
street 
was 
littered 
with 
scraps of clothing and relics of the out 
rage. 
The city hall has been used as 
a 
temporary 
hospital, 
ami here 
a 
ghastly spectacle w as presented. 
One 
Df the dead officers lay in a hammock 
In 
one of 
the mayor's 
offices. 
His 
bearded face had the pallor of death 
but otherwise showed r n ?dgns of the 
explosion. 
The lower part of the body 
was covered with a blanket. 
Squads 
of the guard entered 
at frequent in­ 
tervals bringing litters bearing dead 
or unconscious victim s of the explo­ 
sion, while doctors were hard at work 
in other rooms. 
An official permitted 
D 
correspondent to 
enter the 
room 
Where two of the 
suspects are tem ­ 
porarily installed. 
One was a small 
hum with a porter’s hat. 
When asked 
What evidence thoro was against these 
prisoners, the guard said the men had 
been seen running after the explosion 
find therefore they would be held for 
examination. 
Both 
are 
Spaniards, 
poor and apparently workmen. 
The 
aspect 
of 
tile city 
entirely 
rhanged after the tragic event. 
The 
telegraph office 
was besieged 
by a 
yelling mob of people anxious to send 
messages to friends at a distance. The 
government’s 
supply 
of 
telegraph 
stamps, 
which each 
dispatch 
must 
boar, quickly gave out and the sale 
was suspended. 
Added to the restrictions placed by 
the 
censor 
upon 
Hie 
transmission 
abroad of reports of tho day’s events, 
the 
wires 
are congested 
with 
the 
unusual amount of business created by 
the sensational events of the day.

Brilliancy of Royal Wedding Obscured 
by Tragedy. 
Madrid, June I.— The tragic event of 
the afternoon and the narrow margin 
by which 
King Alfonso and 
the new 
queen 
of Spain 
escaped death 
lias 
paused 
the brilliancy 
of tho 
royal 
wedding to be temporarily forgotten, 
although it was to have inaugurated a 
period 
of unprecedented 
festivities. 
Some 
of the wedding 
features, how­ 
ever, were such as to fix them selves 
Indelibly upon the minds of the spec­ 
tators. 
One 
of the prettiest 
sights 
was the tiny Prince Alfonso, the actual 
heir to the throne, who accompanied 
the king. 
The 
little orphan 
of the 
Princess 
of 
Asturias was 
clad 
in 
knickerbockers 
of 
white 
silk 
and 
reached only to ihe king’s waist. 
King 
Alfonso 
roached the 
altar 
long 
before Princess 
Victoria. 
Tile 
lengthy wait which ensued led many 
to dread an inopportune event. 
The 
king twice arose 
on the 
throne and 
gazod steadfastly toward 
tile door. 
Hardly an arm ’s length away was the 
American special envoy. Frederick W. 
Whitridge, who, through chance or de- 
s;gn, occupied the most favorable po­ 
sition of any in the assemblage. W ith 
him sat General Dal st ein, the French 
envoy, and alongside of him the en­ 
voy 
of 
Morocco, 
a 
huge 
Othello 
swathed in white, and next a Chinese 
mandarin. 
Republican 
simplicity 
never was more strikingly exemplified. 
The European courts were represent­ 
ed by princes, most of them heirs to 
thrones! 
while 
France, the 
United 
States 
and the 
South and 
Central 
American republics 
stood out 
with 
plain envoys. 
As the cerem ony closed King Alfon­ 
so embraced his bride and lier motlier. 
This glim pse of domestic tenderness 
as well as the democratic touch given 
by the presence of many poor people 
In tile galleries, who were there by the 
king’s request, made the scene offer 
five, to which 
a melancholy 
sequel 
quickly succeeded.

Johnson cut the boy’s body in­ 
to bits and then buried the pieces. 


Milwaukee, 
June I.— The 
United 
States circuit court for the Eastern 
district 
of W isconsin 
has 
handed 
down its decision in the rebate case 
of the government against the Milwau­ 
kee Refrigerator 
company, six rail­ 
roads 
and the Pabst 
Brewing com­ 
pany on charges of alleged violation 
of the Elkins act, finding against the 
defendants with the exception of the 
P abst Brewing company. 
So far as 
the latter is concerned the suit is dis­ 
missed. 
The complaint was made by 
the United States that the Refrigera­ 
tor Transit 
company had 
received 
commissions of from IO to 12Vi per 
cent on all shipm ents of beer of Hie 
Pabst Brewing company touted by the 
Refrigerator 
Transit 
company. 
A 
copy of the traffic agreement with the 
Erie Railroad company was made an 
exhibit of the 
complaint, 
’lite rail­ 
road company admitted having made 
such 
concessions, but claimed 
that 
these had 
been paid the 
same as 
commissions to other freight solici­ 
tors. 
Testimony was taken before Referee 
Edward Kuntz, who had been appoint­ 
ed for that purpose. 
The government 
was represented by District Attorney 
Butterfield and Charles Quarles, spe­ 
cial counsel, appointed at the sugges­ 
tion of Emanuel 
L. Philipp, 
presi­ 
dent of a rival private car line com 
panv, who had complained to the at 
torney general of the alleged rebates 
paid the defendant and was informed 
that the government had 
no appro 
priation provided for special counsel 
as appeared necessary. 
Judge Baker delivered the opinion, 
which was 
concurred in by 
Judges 
Grosscup, Seaman and Kohlsaat. 


Defendants in the Case. 


The defendants in the case institut 
ed by the government are: Milwaukee 
Refrigerator Transit company, Pere 
Marquette 
Railroad company, 
Erie 
Railroad company, the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Railroad company, 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Rail­ 
road company, the Wisconsin Central 
Railroad company, 
the Chicago and 
Alton 
Railroad 
company 
and 
Hie 
Pabst Brewing company. 
The 
charges in 
the petition 
are 
substantially these: 
That the 
brewing company 
orga­ 
nized the refrigerator company, is the 
beneficial owner 
of the refrigerator 
company stock, and thereby indirectly 
receives the m oneys paid by tile rail­ 
road 
companies to the 
refrigerator 
company 
on account of beer 
ship­ 
ments. 
That the 
refrigerator com ­ 
pany (apart from the charge that it 
was a dummy of tile 
brewing com ­ 
pany) was organized and is being car­ 
ried on as a device for the purpose 
and with the intent of exacting from 
the railroad com panies a large pro­ 
portion of the freight moneys for in 
terstate and foreign 
shipments con­ 
trolled by it; and it has obtained and 
holds contracts 
from the 
brewing 
company and owners of goods where­ 
by it is given the exclusive control cf 
shipments to com petitive points; that 
it withholds 
such traffic from 
rail­ 
road companies which refused to re­ 
turn 
to 
it from 
one-tenth to 
one- 
eighth of the freight moneys and gives 
the business only to the railroad com ­ 
panies which contract to make such 
returns. 
That the defendant 
railroad com ­ 
panies, with the intent of evading the 
law, have entered into such contracts 
with the 
refrigerator company 
and 
ihereunder have paid to the refrigera­ 
tor company from 
one-tenth to one- 
eighth of the freight 
moneys on all 
traffic controlled by the refrigerator 
company. 
That unless restrained the i art ie:; 
will continue these practices.

St. Petersburg, June I.—Aside from 
the storm at tile opening of tile day’s 
Session of the lower house of parlia­ 
m ent 
over 
continuing the 
regime 
coni tmartials and death sentences, the 
important feature 
of the sitting was 
the speech 
of Professor Petrojivsky, 
Constitutional Democrat, on the agrar­ 
ian question, showing that all is not 
harmony 
within 
the 
ranks of 
tile 
party with regard 
to flu* 
sweeping 
programme of expropriation to which 
tho 
Constitutional 
Democrats 
are 
committed. 
Professor Petrojivsky, who is one of 
the ablest members of the faculty of 
tho University of St. Petersburg and 
who hitherto has been one of the load­ 
ing lights in the Constitutional Demo­ 
cratic party of this city, leveled ills at­ 
tacks particularly at that feature of the 
programme providing that expropria­ 
ted 
lands shall he 
rented 
and not 
so li. 
He declared that this would de 
I rive the peasants of all incentive to 
Improve their condition and provide ti 
precedent 
for a far more 
imminent 
m enace to the right of private prop­ 
erty than forced expropriation, winch 
fin is some 
justification in 
existing 
conditions. 
In tins Professor Petro­ 
jivsky, who Is a Pole by birth, aligned 
himself with 
the deputies 
from Po­ 
land; but the storms of applause with 
which 
Professor 
Hert/enstein 
of 
Moscow, who replied to him, was fre­ 
quently 
interrupted showed 
that a 
great majority of the delegates utter­ 
ly opposed the conservative stand and 
augured 
ill for the reception 
of tile 
Stichinsky 
programme. 
Professor 
Hertzenstein attacked the bureaucracy, 
and especially the ministry of finance, 
for corruption in the administration of 
the peasants’ hank, which, 
he said, 
had been used to further personal ends 
and provide 
a market 
at excessive 
prices for the lands of proprietors hav­ 
ing land in high places.

tart!, cowslip, horseradish and the ever 
staple beets, are used and enjoyed by 
nearly every lover of th at dish.

“Tho question of full political am­ 
nesty which has been raised in parlia­ 
ment and 
which is included 
in the 
lower house’s address to the emperor 
and supported by several organs of 
tho Russian press, is far from meet­ 
ing with sympathetic response from 
all sections of Russian society. 
“It is impossible to avoid noticing 
a strong 
current of feeling 
against 
full amnesty in different classes of the 
population, where 
it is pointed out 
political assassinations do not cease. 
Nows is 
daily tolgrnphed from 
tho 
provinces 
of fresh 
murders 
or at­ 
tempts 
to murder officials. 
In 
the 
presence of such an Irreconcilable dis­ 
position on the part of tho adepts of 
the terrorist societies tile government 
cannot 
expose 
the 
peaceful, 
right 
thinking section of the population to 
danger. 
The government cannot re­ 
frain from bringing to justice terror­ 
ists and bomb-thowers. 
It cannot de­ 
liver from punishment by judicial sen­ 
tences people who have committed 
and still are committing such crimes. 


Poisoners Will De Liberated. 


"Concerning those who have been 
arrested 
by 
administrative 
order, 
many already have been and others 
will be liberated after careful investi­ 
gation of the causes of arrest. 
The 
full pardon of all who have been ar­ 
rested by administrative 
order is a 
possibility, and it may also be possible 
to abrogate definitely 
by legislative 
order states of war, extraordinary de­ 
fense, etc., and further 
to institute 
Judicial prosecution in localities where 
the revolutionary movement displays 
itself. 
Judicial repression at present 
is impossible in those districts owing 
to the terrorizing and assassination 
even of witnesses summoned to testi­ 
fy before the courts.

Congressman Crum packer W ould Al 
ter Meat Inspection Bill. 
Washington, June 
I.—Representa­ 
tive Crumpacker of Indiana has intro­ 
d u c e d 
a hill as a substitute 
for the* 
Beveridge meat inspection amendment 
placed on Hie agricultural bill in the 
senate. 
The Dill defines the authority 
which may bo vested in the secretary 
of agriculture and lifts the authority 
so as not to conflict 
with the police 
powers of the state. 
In accomplishing 
the adequate inspection 
with this re­ 
striction, provision is made w h e r e b y 
the secretary of agriculture may ac­ 
cept the inspection of state inspectors 
as to the sanitary condition of pack­ 
inghouses. 
Where opposition is made 
on the part of packers, which would 
make the state inspection inadequate, 
the secretary of agriculture is autho­ 
rized 
to stop all meat 
products at 
state lines and make 
a thorough In­ 
spection. 
Where 
the state 
inspec­ 
tion 
is 
accepted 
by the 
secretary 
that federal inspection in transit will 
not ho made. 
Certain labels and tags 
to denote the character of the state in­ 
spection are provided for use. 
Mr. Crumpacker believes the Bev­ 
eridge amendment in authorizing fed­ 
eral inspection of packinghouses is a 
violation of the police powers of the 
states and that all rulings sustain this 
position.
